RECEIVER  APPOINTS 

TEMPORARY  CUSTODIAN 


DUBLIN,  April  27.— A  sus- 
pension of  hostilities  by 
the  Irish  Republicans 
against  the  forces  of  the  Free 
State  (iovernnicnt  and  an  offer 
tO  negotiate  peace  with  the  Free 
State  on  certain  conditions  was 
proclaimed  tonight  by  Eamonn 
dr  Valera.  the  Republican  leader, 
and  his  Chief  of  Staff.  K.  F. 
Aitkin. 

Majority  Vote 

Da  Valera'e  proclamation  seta  forth 
the  general  political  principles  of  the 
Republicans  and  aaaerts  that  the  ulti- 
mate court  of  appeal  for  deciding  dis- 
puted queetlona  la  a  majority  vote  of 
the  people  of  Ireland,  that  resistance 
by  strength  should  be  excluded,  but 
that  adequate,  facilities  should  be  af- 
forded the  people  for  a  proper  pres- 
entation of  the  Issuca  Involved. 

The  proclamation  adds  that  nobody 
holding  Republican  principles  should 
be  excluded  from  parliament  and  the 
counclla  of  the  nation.  It  says  the 
military  forces  are  servants  of  the 
nation  and  amenable  to  be  freely- 
elected  to  the  National  Assembly.

Legalisation  of  the  letter  written 
In  April.  1913,  by  City  Comptroller 
James  L.  Raymur  to  the  Dominion 
Securities  Corporation,  authorislnjc 
payment  of  interest  on  £134.000  of 
old  city  loans  in  New  York  funds,  is 
being  sought  by  the  City  Council. 

Whether  the  Council  should  aoek 
ratification  of  the  letter,  which  ap- 
parently gave  Inatructiona  for  which 
there  was  no  legal  authority,  or  else 
repudiate  it  has  disturbed  the  minds 
of  Mayor  and  aldermen  for  seveial 
weeks.

"There  are  some  thlnga  I  would 
lilie  to  aay  about  this  If  the  circum- 
stances were  just  a  little  different." 
declared  Aid.  Sargent.  "This  whole 
thing  haa  been  faatened  on  the  city 
Comptroller,  and  he  Is  a  alck  man. 
But  there  is  no  minute  of  thia  trans- 
action In  the  hooka  of  the  Finance 
Committee,  and  I  am  told  that  there 
la  no  record  of  It  at  all.  It  looka  to 
me  as  though  the  aldermen  of  that 
day  would  not  get  behind  the  pro- 
posal and  the  rceult  has  been  that 
all  the  responsibility  has  been  placed 
upon  a  city  official. 

"Who  has  been  benefited?  I 
can't  see  anyone  but  the  bond  deal- 
era,  who  wanted  to  make  money  out 
of  the  city.

TTAWA,  April  27.-A  bill 
to  amend  the  Bankruptcy 
Act  was  introduced  in  the 
House  of  Commons  today  hy  Sir 
l.omer  Gouin,  Minister  of  Justice. 
The  main  purpose  of  the  bill  is 
to  abolish  the  system  of  author- 
ized trustees  and  to  adopt  the 
English  system  of  administration 
of  insolvent  estates  by  trustees 
selected  by  the  creditors. 

Voluntary  assignments  are  to  be 
made  to  the  creditors  at  large  at  the 
office  of  the  official  receiver  who  will 
be  chosen  from  among  legal  officers. 
The  receiver  shall  appoint  a  custo- 
dian who  ahall  have  charge  of  the 
assets  of  the  insolvent  until  the  cred- 
itors have  appointed  ■  trustee, 
t  orapulaory  Assignments 

In  the  case  of  compulsory  assign- 
ments the  appointment  of  a  custodian 
Is  to  be  made  by  the  court  rather  than 
by  the  receiver. 

There  la  to  be  no  competition  be- 
tween a  debtor  from  making  a  settle- 
ment ^wlth  one  or  more  creditors  to 
the  defrauding  of  the  others.  A 
trustee  must  apply  to  court  for  a  dis- 
charge within  15  days  after  the  pay- 
ment of  the  final  dividend  and  he  Is 
prohibited  from  receiving  another  ap- 
pointment as  trustee  until  he  haa  been 
discharged  by  the  court.  There  la  an 
amendment  to  the  law  regarding  the 
position  of  a  wife  of  a  creditor.  Rela- 
tives of  a  debtor  may  be  examined  In 
regard  to  glfta  or  properties  given  to 
them.  Property  acquired  by  the 
debtor  between  the  time  of  his  as- 
signment and  the  composition  with 
the  creditors  is  to  be  distributed  to 
the  creditors.

DU88ELDORF,  April  27.— Five 
separate  bomb  explosions  on  the  Ruhr 
railroads,  during  the  nlffht  cut  rail- 
way, telegraph  and  telephone  commu- 
nications and  temporarily  disorgan- 
ised traffic.

restrained  only  by  his  companion. 
.  Meanwhile  a  search  by  frlondly 
tribesman  was  In  progress  under  tho 
direction  of  Kull  Khan,  a  native  offi- 
cial, who  on  April  20  reached  Kankl 
Baser,  the  home  of  a  famous  and  In- 
flentlal  Mullah,  or  Mohammedan  re- 
ligious leader  named  Mahmud  Ak- 
hundseda,  where  after  much  pres- 
sure he  aacertalned  that  the  captive 
waa  held  In  a  mountain  fortreae  eight 
miles  away. 

Shortly  afterward  Kull  Khan  In- 
duced tho  Mullah  to  bring  shout  the 
transfer  of  the  captive  girl  to  the 
Mullah's  house.  Presently  the  captors 
learned  that  a  party  of  Afrldl  friendly 
to  the  British  had  arrived  at  their 
village  and  were  attacking  It.  where- 
upon Shahasada  aelxad  Mrs.  Starr  and 
hustled  her  from  the  room,  threaten- 
ing both  her  and  Miss  Ellis.  The 
Mullah  became  enraged  at  this  insult 
to  the  sacred  rights  of  hospitality 
under  his  roof  and  publicly  cursed 
Shahasada  and  hla  followera. 

In  thla  dramatic  fashion  the  balance 
tilted  to  the  aide  of  the  rescuers  and 
the  aurrender  of  the  captive  was 
speedily  arranged.  The  tribesmen's 
demsnd  for  a  ranson  and  pardon  were 
abandoned,  and  on  Tuesday  of  this 
week  Kull  Khan  and  the  other  rea- 
cuers  started  with  the  girl  on  tho 
Journey  to  Peahawar.  where  there  was 
a  Joyful  reunion  between  Molly  and 
her  father.

OTTAWA,  April  27. — A  seven  per 
cent  msxlmum  ss  the  interest  rate 
charged  by  banka  for  loans  In  Western 
Canada  would  <  lose  most  of  the  banks' 
offices  In  the  west  declared  Sir  Ed- 
mund Walker,  president  of  the  Cana- 
dian Bank  of  Commerce,  before  the 
Banking  und  Commerce  meeting  here 
yesterday  afternoon. 

Describing  flat  money  as  "money 
without  gold  as  Its  basis  and  not  re- 
deemable and  passing  on  the  flat  of 
the  Government"  Sir  Edmund  said 
he  would  not  like  to  say  that  we  had 
any  flat  money  In  Canada  at  present 
time. 

Tho  Canadian  Finance  Act  should 
be  continued  In  force  until  the  British 
pound  and  the  Canadian  dollar  are  on 
a  gold  baals.  Sir  Edmund  told  L. 
Ladner.  Conservative.  He  did  not 
favor  the  adoption  in  Canada  of  the 
Federal  reserve  system  of  the  17,  S.. 
as  it  made  i  <  discounting-  profitable 
while  the  Bank  of  England  made 
rediscountlng  costly. 


Under  the  American  system  rural 
banks  had  loaned  unwisely.  They 
could  borrow  at  five  and  loan  at  seven 
per  cent  while  In  England  the  redis- 
count rate  was  higher  than  the  rate 
at  which  the  banK  could  reloan. 

Mr.  Ladner  read  a  telegram  from 
the  British  Columbia  Bond  Dealera' 
Association  complaining  against  the 
banks  doing  bond  business. 

Sir  Edmund  replied  the  hanks  had 
dealt  in  Government  bonda  ever  sine* 
the  establishment  »~  he  Bank  of  Eng- 
land.

The  atmosphere  playa  a  very  im- 
portant part  in  human  affairs.  Only 
within  the  last  few  years  has  this 
vital  fact  been  realized  by  those  most 
directly  affected.  There  are  more 
things  in  the  air  today  than  were 
dreamt  of  in  the  philosophy  of  our 
forefathers.  Messages  and  music,  and 
doubtless  many  other  phenomena,  are 
flying  through  the  atmosphere,  and 
we  collect  them  for  purposes  of  in- 
formation or  amusement. 

Hut  the  force*  of  the  air  are  not 
all  beneficent  in  their  effects.  Out- 
breaks of  influenza  and  other 
diseases  sometimes  occur  Mmultane- 
ously  in  placet  very  wide  apart.  The 
germ*  are  supposed  to  tra\el  through 
the  air  almost  with  the  *peed  M 
sound. 

The  subtle  forces  which  act  upon 
the  human  mind  and  create  a  spirit 
of  optimism  in  communities  must  act 
In  the  same  way.  There  is  great  busi- 
ness activity  all  along  the  southern 
parts  of  this  Coast,  and  a  reaction  to- 
wards good  times  already  has  taken 
place  in  all  parts  of  British  Columbia. 
Of  course  there  i»  something  more 
substantial  behind  this  phenomena 
lhan  a  mere  feeling  that  business  is 
getting  better  and  better  every  day. 
There  is  great  activity  in  nearly  all 
the  basic  industries  in  British  Colum- 
bia, and  there  are  indications  that  the 
era  of  progress  that  is  setting  in  will 
outclass  in  its  proportions  and  dura- 
tion anything  that  has  preceded  it. 

WORTH  CONSIDERING 

Joke  as  we  may  about  golf  and  the 
people  who  play  It,  the  time  appears 
to  have  come  when  the  game  and  its 
players  must  be  taken  seriously.  If 
the  ordinary  population  of  this  city- 
were  growing  in  a  ratio  equal  to  the 
increase  in  the  growth  of  the  golf- 
ing population.  Victoria  would  be  no 
mean  city.  Conditions  being  what 
they  are.  with  golf  being  played  all 
the  year  round,  and  with  particular 
7rst  in  the  Winter  season,  beforo 
long  measures  will  have  to  be  taken 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  golfing 
population. 

Under  norma!  condition i  in  tho- 
Ol.l  Country,  and  in  many  parts  of 
this  continent,  the  demand  for  houses 
always  produced  the  necessary  sup- 
ply. Such  conditions  no  longer  obtain. 
The  Government  of  (Ireat  Hritain  is 
building  houses  for  the  increasing 
population  of  that  extraordinary 
» nuntry,  extraordinary  in  the  sense 
that  notwithstanding  emigration  it 
never  seems  large  enough  to  contain 
the  people  within  its  borders.  Some 
of  the  cities  of  Canada  arc  also  build- 
ing house*  for  the  accommodation  of 
their  citizens. 

The  inference  is  obvious.  If  pri- 
\ate  enterprise  it  incapable  of  fur- 
nishing accommodation  for  resident 
and  visiting  golfers,  and  such  is  the 
condition  at  the  present  time,  not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  one  of  the 
link*  has  just  been  thrown  open  for 
play,  then  the  city,  it  it  desires  to 
profit  by  what  is  one  of  the  finest 
of  business  opportunities,  must  step 
Into  the  breech.  This  subject  has 
been  submitted  to  the  civic  authori- 
ties oa  more  than  one  occasion,  but 
they  have  not  taken  the  matter  very 
seriously.

Talk  about  British  tyranny,  and 
then  consider  the  case  of  Mr.  James 
Larkin,  of  New  York.

No  matter  where  he  may^  be.  in  free 
America,  in  downtrodden  Britain,  or 
in  liberated  Ireland,  Mr.  Larkin  in- 
sists upon  saying  the  thing  he  will. 
He  got  into  'trouble  in  the  United 
States  because  of  the  alleged  loose- 
ness of  his  tongue.  He  was  sent  to 
jail  and  has  just  completed  his  term, 
or  will  have  completed  it  when  he  is 
deported. 

Mr.  Larkin  thought  at  first  of  going 
to  Ireland,  doubtless  with  an  idea 
of  reaping  the  reward  of  a  somewhat 
indiscreet  championship  of  freedom. 
He  may  have  to  reconsider  his  de- 
cision after  learning  that  the  Irish 
government  does  not  want  him, 
thinking  that  his  sentiments  might 
disagree  with  the  peaceable  disposi- 
tion of  the  Irish  people. 

Hence  there  appeared  to  be  no 
place  in  the  world  where  this  apostle 
of  liberty  and  justice  could  unburden 
his  soul,  when  word  arrived  that  he 
could  go  to  Britain  and  not  a  word 
would  be  said  about  it.  The  parks 
and  the  *treet  corner*  are  open  to 
him,  as  they  are  to  all  orators  who 
fee!  that  there  is  much  in  the  world 
that  needs  to  be  set  right.  The  Old 
Motherland  is  ever  hospitable.  She 
open*  her  arms  to  all  kinds  of  reftt- 
gee>.  from  fugitive  kings  to  long- 
shore liberators.  They  can  go  as  far 
as  they  like  short  of  actual  incen- 
diarism in  act  and  speech,  and  none 
will  dare,  to  make  them  afraid.  There 
it  not  a  nation  under  the  aun  that 
gives  so  much  latitude,  and  not  a 
nation  that  is  more  generally 
abused  for  her  liberality.

The  Sang.ter 
motion  was  carried.  The  bonds  will 
be  for  thirty  years,  drawing  Interest 
at  5'i  per  cont.  and  will  he  paid  cut 
of  sinking  funds.  Interest  payments 
on  both  iaaues  will  be  payable  In  New 
York  as  well  as  in  London  and  Cana- 
dian funds. 

Dctnila  of  Contract 
Reinforced  Portland  cement  will 
be  used  by  the  Cotton  Company  in 
construction  of  the  new  paving. 
Cement  tddewalks  are  also  to  be  pro- 
vided under  the  terms  of  the  contract. 
The  company  will  pay  $4  a  day  to  Its 
laborers,  or  2G  cents  a  day  more  than 
the  ilty'a  regular  wage. 

Tho  Cotton  Company  submitted  bids 
on  five  different  types  of  paving  and 
the  Council  finally  decided  to  lay  re- 
inforced concrete.  The  company's 
tender  for  an  asphaltlc  surface  on  a 
concrete  base  was  $64,308;  for  an 
asphaltlc  surface  tin  an  asphaltlc  base 
$49,458;  for  an  asphaltlc  concrete  sur- 
face on  an  asphaltlc  base.  $44,707;

$41,317.  The  company  agreed  to  re- 
duce by  $3,600  if  It  were  not  asked  to 
reinforce  the  concrete. 

Thf  Columbia  Bltullthlc  Company 
bid  only  on  a  Warrenlte  Bltullthlc 
paving  with  an  asphaltlc  baae  at 
$07,554.60.

KxciteniPnt  was  cauned  durlnc;  th* 
meetlnn  wlit-n  Mr.  M.  .1.  O'Brien,  a 
local  u iii-t loneer.  walkod  up  the  cen- 
tre aUsle  and.  ^i  nliing  Dr.  Price  to 
the  edge  of  the  platform  told  him  hp 
did  not  believe  hla  cures  were  gen- 
umk;  said  he  would  give  $1,000  each 
to  the  St.  Joapphs  and  Jubilee  Hos- 
pitals If  a  cure  could  be  proved, 
and  concluded  by  declaring.  "I  say 
you're  an  Impostor."  At  this  point 
one  Oak  Day  constable  und  a  mem- 
ber of  the  city  force  seized  the  inter- 
rupter, one  on  either  Hide,  and  es- 
corted him.  struggling  violently  to 
the  door.  When  doubt  was  being  caat 
upon  the  genuine-neaa  of  his  cures. 
Dr.  Price  was  asking  a  blessing  for 
the  man  who  was  addrasplng  him. 
When  Mr.  O'Brien  had  been  taken 
out  the  audience  aang  a  hymn,  and 
then  the  healing,  which  had  been  In 
progress  at  the  time  of  the  Interrup- 
tion, was  continued. 

"I  have  met  people  all  up  and 
down  the  Coast  who  claim  that  re- 
vival  meetings  do  more  harm  than 
good  because  of  their  reaction."  said 
Dr.  Price,  in  opening  hip  addremes  of 
tho  evening,  lie  denied  that  this  was 
so,  and  pointed  out  that  every  place 
In  which  he  had  conducted  cam- 
puigns  had  invited  him  to  return.  It 
was  not  harmful  to  stir  cities  so  long 
as  this  was  done  through  the  bring- 
ing of  God  to  the  people. 

Irgv*  Missionary  Work 

A  man  had  once  said  to  Dr.  Price, 
"Do  you  believe  in  foreign  missions?" 
contending  that  the  natives  of  Africa 
were  better  off  without  conversion  o 
tho  Christian  faith.  Dr.  Price  did  be- 
lieve In  foreign  missions,  and  he>  de- 
clared that  he  had  never  known  of  a 
church  that  amounted  to  much  that 
was  not  filled  with  tho  missionary 
spirit. 

"The  least  we  ran  do  is  to  give  our 
money,  our  talent,  and  our  time  to 
Him  who  gave  Mis  life  for  us,"  said 
the  evangelist.  Investment  in  work 
of  this  kind  brought  the  greatest 
dividends  in  Joy. 

"Pralso  the  l,ord!  Deliverance  has 
come."  a  drug  addict  of  Victoria 
had  written  to  him  after  having  been 
prayed  over. 

The  need  of  faith  in  things  not  un- 
derstood whs  stressed  by  Dr.  Price. 
"I  know  the  power  of  the  new  birth; 
I  know  th*  baptism  of  the  Holy 
Kplrlt;  I  know  the  heallnu  power;  I 
know  all  these  things  but  I  can't 
prove  them."  he  declared. 

The  cards  filled  out  by  people  who 
answered  the  altar  call  wore  scanned 
by  Dr.  Price,  who  gave  somo  informa- 
tion from  them.  The  ages  of  tho 
converts  rnnged  from  ten  to  eighty- 
one. 

A  considerable  number  of  cases 
were  treated.  Rev.  Joseph  McCoy  led 
in  prayer.  The  Salvation  Army  Bund 
played  during  the  evening. 

This  morning  ut  10  o'clock  a  pre- 
paratory service  will  be  held  In  tho 
Metropolitan  Methodist  Church,  while 
nt  2:30  p.m.  and  7:30  p.m.  meetings 
will  be  held  in  the  Arena.  On  Sun- 
day afternoon  and  evening  services 
will  bo  held  there  also.  There  will  b«> 
healing  at  all  the  remaining  Arena 
meetings. 

Dr.  Price  held  a  meeting  in  thp 
Arena  yesterday  fcfternoon.  when 
numtroua  treatments  were  given.  A 
woman  who  has  been  unable  to  see 
for  fifteen  years  was  treated  and  said 
Inst  night  that  she  could  now  see. 
She  was  deaf  also,  but  said  that  she 
had  been  cured  of  that  ailment  also. 

After  the  platform  cases  had  been 
treated  last  night.  Dr.  Price  descend- 
ed and  treated  a  number  of  people 
not  able  to  mount  the  platform.  A 
KlW.  Brooks  waa  among  them.  She  Is 
paralyzed,  but  Is  showing  favorable 
progress.  It  being  reported  last  night 
that  she  was  now  able  to  lace  hei 
shoes  for  the  first  time  In  years. 

Visit*  Chinatown 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  gathering 
the  evangelistic  party  drove  to  the 
Chinese  Theatre,  where  600  Chinese 
had  assembled  to  witness  the  divine 
healing  demonstration.  Dr.  Price,  on 
entering  the  building,  was  loudly 
cheered.  The  evangelist.  In  a  brief 
address,  told  the  story  of  the  birth  of 
Jesus  I'hrist  in  a  Bethlehem  manger, 
pointing  out  that  this  same  Jesus  was 
the  Saviour  of  the  world,  and  that 
those  who  believed  in  Him  would  not 
perish,  but  would  enjoy  everlasting 
life. 

Forty  Chinese  were  prayed  for 
<lurlng  the  evening,  and  a  number 
of  those  treated,  Including  a  girl  with 
a  goitre,  testified  that  they  felt  much 
better  and  their  palxa  had  departed 
from  their  bodies.  Dr.  Price.  \vh» 
wap  practically  exhauPted  by  11.30 
p  at*  was  unable  to  reach  several 
hundred  Chinese  who  wlPhed  to  be 
healed  of  their  Inflrmltlea.  •  nd  an- 
nounced that  he  would  make  another 
visit  to  Chinatown,  and  would  hold  s 
service  in  the  Chinese  Theatre  on 
Sundpy  night,  about  10:30  o'clock, 
following  the  big  cloeing  evangelistic 
rally  at  the  Willows  Arena.

The  late  Mr.  Davio  waa  born  05 
years  ago  In  Sunderland.  Ourham. 
Kngland.  being  the  tenth  son  of  a 
family  of  thirteen.  He  received  hla 
early  education  there,  nfler  which  he 
was  apprenticed  to  Johh  Dickson  A 
Sona,  Limited,  marina  engineers  und 
bollermakers.  After  spending  six 
years  in  that  trade,  in  which  he  waa 
able  to  aecure  a  good  grounding,  ha 
gained,  when  he  waa  twenty-three 
years  of  age.  a  first  class  Board  or 
Trade  certificate.  The  next  eight 
years  he  spent  In  the  service  of  the 
same  firm  afloat  as  "guarantee  engi- 
neer," and  In  thla  capacity  he  aalled 
tho  seven  acas  in  the  respective 
capacities  of  third,  second  and  chief 
engineer. 

In  1881,  Mr.  Davie  married  Miss 
Ethel  Atklnaon  and  settled  In  Sun- 
derland, where  he  entered  buslneaa 
for  himself  as  general  engineer,  re- 
pairer and  millwright.

By  the  declalon  of  th*  board  *uch 
concerns  will  be  enabled  to  eeeur* 
liquor  through  th*  Liquor  Control 
Board  for  us*  on  the  high  seas  at 
prices  which  will  be  virtually  whole- 
sale price*  to  the  board.  The  new 
order  will  permit  of  an  Increased 
business  by  th*  board  and  will  af- 
ford opportunity  to  th*  transporta- 
tion lines  to  stock  up  their  supplies 
here  rather  than  In  the  Old  Country 
and   between  .ports. 

At  present  some  of  the  big  ship- 
ping companies  secure  part  of  their 
stocks  of  liquor  in  British  Columbia 
ports,  but  the  great  bulk  1*  pur. 
chaaed  on  the  other  aide  of  th* 
Pacific,  or  they  bring  supplies  out 
from  th*  (Jdd  Country.  In  the  etMf 
of  th*  C.P.R.  Steamship*  Company, 
tor  Instance,  some  liquor  for  use  on 
board  the  company's  vessels  has 
been  Imported  to  British  Columbia 
and  shipped  out  on  the  company's 
boats,  but  now  the  company  will  be 
enabled  to  get  lluqor  through  the 
l  iquor  Board. 

The  new  proposal  meets  with  favor 
from  Attorney-General  Manson  be- 
cous*  It  l*  in  line  with  his  desire  to 
see  curtailed  and  eliminated  Impor- 
tation of  liquor  Into  Brltiah  Columbia 
Ly  private  partie*  or  by  any  concern 
or  Individual  bringing  liquor  Into  the 
Province  under  bond.  It  ia  not  at 
all  likely  that  the  new  order  will  have 
any  marked  effect  In  attracting 
ship*  to  British  Columbia  ports  to 
secure  stores  and  supplies  of  other 
articles  Just  because  of  the  ability 
to  secure  liquor  at  wholesale  prices, 
lor  the  reason  that  all  tranapaclflc 
lines  have  their  regular  ports  of  call 
and  trade  routes,  and  the  bulk  of  the

Limited,  for  the  handling  of  the 
berries  for  the  prairie  market  thla 
aeaaon.  The  Pacific  Berry  Growers' 
Aasoclatlon  has  already  made  a  con- 
tract with  j  the  aam«  Interests. 
"Whether  or  not  the  Berry  Growers' 
Co-operative  Union,  the  new  organi- 
sation, haa  yet  completed  arrange- 
menta  for  its  prairie  business  is  not 
known  here. 

The  Union  recently  was  the  cause 
of  breaking  up  a  conference  that  had 
beep  arranged  between  the  three 
groups  to  dlscusa  prairie  marketing. 
and>alnre  that  time  the  l.,ca!  growers 
have  been  kept  In  the  dark  as  to  what 
Ihe  Union  intends  doing. 

The  contract  which  the  directors 
authorised  to  be  drawn  up  and 
signed  provides  that  the  Mutual 
Brokers  shall  handle  all  the  local 
berrlea  on  the  prairies  through  their 
representstlve  at  Calgary,  but  they 
are  to  pass  on  to  the  Growers'  Bales 
Agency  a  fslr  proportion  of  the  ber- 
ries and  to  allow  that  firm  forty  per 
rent  of  the  brokerage  on  the  berrlea 
which  It  takes  from  the  Mutual 
Brokers.  There  will  also  be  a  clause 
providing  for  an  advertising  fund  to 
be  built  up  through  growers  and 
brokers  each  paying  a  cent  a  crate 
for  thla  purpose.  The  above  terms. 
It  Is  understood,  are  Incorporated  In 
The  contract  signed  by  the  Pacific 
T.erry  Growers'  Aasoclatlon  also.

They  all 
have  mental  dynamoa  of  the  100.0UO 
horae-power   variety.  Furthermore, 
they  ara  all  gifted  with  great  private*, 
energy.     yor  the  aake  of  convenience 
1  apeak  In  the  preaent  tenaa.

0\frwh»lmlng    energy  and 
vitality,  courage,  ruthlaasneas.  humor, 
quickness  of  perception,  great  powers 
of  argument,  and  a    biting  tongue 
make  him  a  formidable  person.  Ills 
glowing,   restless  eyes  and  animated 
featurea  are  an  index  to  his  charac- 
ter.     Aa  you  speak  to  him  you  feel 
instinctively  that  you  must  be  up  ami 
doing.         in«     character     may  b« 
gathered  from  some  of  the  anecdotes 
about  him.      When  he  gave  up  smok- 
ing many  yeara  ago,  under  doctor's 
ordera.   ha  took  the   unusual  course 
of  working  all  day  with  a  box  of  hla 
best  cigars  open  on  the  table  before 
hla*.      The  ordinary  man  would  have 
put  temptation  out  of  sight.       It  Is 
Impossible  to  convey  the  vigor  and 
sparkle  of  his  conversation,  and  of 
his   obaervations  during  conferences. 

When  the  sens  tin*  came  on  a  depu- 
tstlon  to  nsk  him  to  dismiss  Klots. 
the  chancellor  of  the  exchequer,  who 
wan  a  Jew,  they  Inquired  why  ha 
had  •«.  appointed.  Clemenceau 
rr,,nr,j.  •  Because  he  Is  the  only 
.lew  In  France  who  knowa  nothing 
nbout  money,  and  may  I  remind  you 
that  Rome  win  not  saved  by  eaglee?" 
His  answer  to  Wljaon  regarding  the 
Hanr  Valley  was  a  masterpiece  of 
ironic  argument.  "You  object."  he 
said,  "to  France's  claim  because  It  Is 
based  first  on  force  and  second  on  the 
fact  that  she  held  this  territory  a 
hundred  years  sgo.  Msy  I  remind 
you.  .Mr.  President,  that  you  are  here 
because  George  Washington  made  use 
of  force  agalnat  George  III.  and  mav 
I  also  remind  you  that  although  the 
Ktats  Unls  is  a  very  great  country, 
a  hundred  years  Is  at  long  period  In 
her  history,  whsreaa  it  la  only  a 
fraction  In  the  history  of  Franoe?"

Inability  to  work  with  others  on 
equal  terms  and  his  Intolerance  of 
opinions  with  which  ha  disagrees. 
The  dcininstlng  note  of  his  llfo  has 
bean  love  of  Francs,  and  while  he 
la  usually  an  unemotional  speaker,  I 
think  thet  the  speech  which  he  made 
whan  he  became  the  prime  minister 
waa  the  most  mnvlnn  delivered  in  the 
wsr.    I   will  give  one  brief  axtrn.t

The  silent  galtls**  of  the  factory; 
the  old  pagan gtg  'Working  In  their 
fl»M,  the  vigorous  woman  who  toil, 
the  children  who  help  In  their  waa\g. 

Nl  all  these  in  the  day  of  victory 
will  be  abla  to  aay  with  tha  pollu 
In  ihr  trenches.  'I,  too.  was  there:'  " 
Although  Clemanoeau  is  such  an  at- 
tractlva  speaker,  he  ia  rather  a  dull 
writer,  but  If  you  want  to  atudy  bis 
philosophy  of  llfs  I  adviee  you  to 
read  a  little  book  of  his  stories 
called  "The  Surprlese  of  Llf*.* 

Mr.  LJoyd  George,  In     some  re- 
spects,  but  In  soma  only,  resembles 
Clemenceau.      He  has  the  same  ex- 
traordinary energy  and  vitality,  the 
same  driving   force,  tha  same  cour- 
age, the  same  gift  of  humor,  and  the 
seme  quick  perception,     but  unlike 
Clemenceau,  he  Is  not    ruthless  or 
bitter,   and   he     dellghta     in  com- 
promlee.     whereas     Clsmenceau  la 
rarely   prepared  to  give  way.  Mr. 
Lloyd  George  Is  aubtle.  whereaa  Mr. 
Clemenceau  la    direct.      Mr.  Lloyd 
George   prefers  to  win  an  opponent 
by   persuasion,   whereas  M.  Clemen- 
ceau prefers  to  attack  him.      if  Mr. 
Lloyd   George  were   dining  with  an 
adversary  and    knew   that    he  liked 
roaat  duck,  he  would  see  ttlat  he  was 
provided     with    hla    favorite  dish, 
whereas  M.  Clemenceau  would  not  sit 
down   at   the   same   table   with  hla 
opponent.      Mr.  Uoyd  George'a  out- 
look Is  that  of  a     genial  optimist. 
v>hlle  Clemenceau  is  pessimistic  and 
cynical.      With  Mr.  Lloyd  Oeorge  ad- 
versaries are     interesting  problems. 
Some  are  best  dealt  with  by  kindness, 
others   by  argument,   and   others  by 
sterner      methods,      whereas  with 
Clemenceau    every   adveraary    la  an 
enemy   to  be     ruthleealy  destroyed. 
Mr.    Lloyd    George     Is     keenly  In- 
terested   In    human   nature   and  no 
one   studies   hla     friends     and  ad- 
versaries more  carefully.       He  may 
not  always  be  right  In  his  •etimates. 
but    It   is   not   for   want   of  taking 
pains.

Clemenceau  possess  the  gift  of  equa- 
Dlmlt) — the  power  to  meet  reverses

emergency  without  being  over  wor- 
ried. They  both  have  tenacious  mem- 
ories which  enable  them  to  recall 
with  facility  past  Incidents  snd  «hat 
they  have  read.  One  of  Mr.  Lloyd 
George's  greatest  assets  ia  his  power 
of  argument  II"  U  quick  to  see  the 
reasons  which  can  be  advanced  In 
support  of  or  in  opposition  to  n 
proposition,  and  he  is  a  nisster  of  the 
art  of  arranglioj  arguments  so  that 
they  may  best  appeal  to  his  sudlencs. 
I'nllks  t'lemencsau.  he  has  tact, 
charm,  and  Infinite  patience,  ami  no 
man  Is  more  tolerant  of  dull  speak- 
ers, lis  hss  the  busy  law>  er's  power 
of  detachment,  which  enables  him  to 
pass  rspldly  from  ona  task  to  another 
and  to  give  hla  best  to  each.  Both 
M.  Clemenceau  and  Mr.  Lloyd  George 
have  the  rare  gift  of  putting  jeast 
Into  a  conversation. 

They  nrs  never  dull.  'They  are  not 
only  bright  and  lively  themselves,  but 
their  Intense  vitality  brlghtena  up 
the  whole  company.  Mr.  Barnes  told 
tne  thst  on  the  morning  of  one  of  the 
darkest  days  of  the  war  the-  cabinet 
assembled  In  deep  gloom,  hut  that 
within  half  an  hour  Mr.  Lloyd  George

I  now  paas  to  the  fighting  men— 
Koch,  Kitchener,  and  Beatty.  Foch'a 
chief  qualities  are  a  clear,  simple, 
direct  mind,  and  great  powers  of 
Imagination  In  military  affairs,  great 
obsilnacy  of  purpoae,  and  great 
energy  and  courage.  I  once  aaked 
Sir  Henry  Wilaon  to  describe  why 
Foch  was  euch  a  graat  atrategiet.  Kg 
replied:  "Nearly  all  other  eoldlera 
try  to  reason  t hinge  out,  Foch  reaaons 
up  to  a  point,  and  then  he  makes  a 
mental  Jump,  snd  nssrly  alwaya 
Jumpa  right.  That  is  what  he  did 
at  one  of  the  meet  serious  crises  of 
the  war.  Every  other  commander 
waa  in  favor  of  a  certain  courae  and 
we  all  supported  our  opinion  by  ar- 
gument. Foch  took  a  contrary  view. 
Ha  went  with  us  so  far  in  our  argu- 
ment, and  then  made  a  mental  Jump. 
He  had  the  courage  and  determina- 
tion to  Inalat  upon  following  his  own 
opinion,  and  proved  right."  Foch'e 
industry  and  powers  of  work  are 
smaslng.  He  la  always  writing, 
reading,  lecturing,  and  traveling,  and 
with  It  all  he  Is  methodlcsl. 

M.  Clemenceau  and  Mr.  Lloyd 
George  are  Industrious  and  ever  at 
work,  but  they  are  not  methodical 
workers  like  Foch.  who.  for  example, 
writes  up  his  diary  regularly  every 
night  in  a  ponderous-looking  book 
rather  like  an  old-faahlonad  family 
Bible.  Foch  owee  much  to  his  pre- 
else,  methodical  mind,  and  It  la  rarely 
that  this  quality  la  combined  with 
vision  and  Imagination.  No  graat 
man  Is  more  modest  and  courteous. 
When  I  first  met  him,  I  told  him  how 
honored  I  felt  to  shake  hands  with 
him.  He  replied:  "Well.  then.  I 
give  you  both  my  handa!"  extending 
them  as  he  spoke.  In  conversation 
he  can  be  emphatic  when  hla  feelinga 
are  arouaed.  One  of  the  mlnlatera 
asked  him  In  the  dangerous  days  of 
1918:  "What  is  our  plan'."'  Foch 
answered:  "Attack  here!"  lunging 
forth  hla  right  foot.  "Attack  there!" 
lunging  forth  his  left  foot.  "Attack 
here!"  lunging  forth  his  right  arm. 
"And  attack  there!"  lunging  forth 
hla  left. 

kitchener  in  the  Was? 

Lord  Kitchener's  mind  and  methods 
have  been  so  much  debate-d  that  I  do 
not  know  that  I  can  add  anything 
fresh  to  whst  has  been  said  already. 
For  ionic  time  it  was  my  duty  to  see 
lUm  every  week  to  put  questions  to 
him  regarding  the  conduct  and  pro 
gresg  of  the  war.  I  found  him  a 
man  of  energy,  vlaion  and  Ideas,  but 
formed  the  opinion  that  he  was  no 
longer  a  great  organiser.  Moat  of 
hie  prophecies  aa  recorded  in  my 
noies  proved  true.  He  was  correct  In 
hla  estimate  of  the  duration  or  th. 
Mar.  Ha  early  warned  me  that  too 
great  reliance  could  not  be  pis ... 
Upon  the  Bueslsne.  snd  from  the  first 
urge*!  tha  Importance  of  securing 
American  co-operation. 

He  had  s  wily  side  to  his  character 
snd  considerable  knowledge  of  human 
nature.    Its   strengths  nnd    Its  weak- 
nesses, but  ss  he  confessed  to  Bgsj  h, 
had  lived  abroad  so  long  that  he  did 
not  understand  this  country.    This  he 
showed  by  his  sttltude  regarding  the 
presence  of  war  correspondents  st  the 
front.    Flnslly  I  prevailed  upon  him 
to  allow  them  to  go  for  a  fortnight. 
He  forget  them,  or  appeared  tu  for- 
get them,  and  they  remained  for  the 
rest  of  the  war.    But  w  hen  all  ia  said 
ha  did  a  great    work.     He  thought 
in  a  large  way  and  provided  know- 
ledge and  Inspiration  at  a  time  when 
the   cabinet   and   the     nation  were 
Ignorant  of  the  flrat  elementa  of  con- 
ducting a  great  war.    At  tlmea  he  wae 
mentally  very  active;  at    others  he 
seemed  dull  snd  Inert,  due.  as  I  al- 
ways thought,  to  the  rffeots  of  the 
Kngllsh  climate  upon  a  man  who  hsd 
lived  so  long  In  hot  countries.  Mr. 
Lloyd  t.eorge  summed  him  up  when 
he  described  him  as  a  great  light- 
house which   Kivea  out  vivid  flashes 
of  light  and   then  for  a  period  re- 
lap-ea  into  Impenetrable  darkness.

His  keen,  flashing,  restless 
eyas  show  that  he  ia  a  daring  spirit. 
But  he  has  other  great  qualities.  He 
has  a  thorough  knowledge  of  his  pro- 
fession, and  he  Is  a  calm  and  saga- 
clous  adviser  concerning  naval  af- 
fairs. He  has  the  single  eye  f.,r 
Brltiah  Interests  snd  fair-play  which 
ia  one  of  the  chief  characteristics 
of  the  British  sailor.  He  is  not  a 
fluent  speaker,  but  he  puts  his  points 
with  force  and  precision.  Hunting 
Is  hla  favorite  recreation,  and  ha 
po«ses«ea  the  nerve  snd  quickness  of 
a  keen  rider  to  hounds

The  veaael 
w.is  bound  from  Heattle.  via  Cray  a 
KCVfeor,  for  New  Vork.  and  waa  load- 
ed  with    10,371      tons  measurement 

■  .irgo,  mostly  lumber,  but  including 
1.000  tona  of  peanuts,  Manila  cigars, 
hides  and  beans.

Foreign  buying  was  in  evidence  on 
the  aetbucKsj  In  futures,  but  so  fur 
the  European  buyers  hsve  bought  but 
little  new  crop  wheat  for  forward 
shipments.  This  is  a  disturbing  ele- 
ment la  some  quarters.  Reports  In- 
dlcutc  a  complete  loss  of  much  wheat 
beyond  recovery,  and  ihe  Spring 
wheat  advices  indicate  an  acreage 
reduction.  Morever.  the  foreign 
needs  are  going  to  be  heavy.  With 
any  unfavorable  developments  the 
buying  movement  will  be  resumed 
quickly.  However,  at  the  moment 
tho  market  l*  st|||  wrestling  with  the 
big  losd  ihst  has  been  put  on  it  the 
last  few  days. 

Corn — A  break  In  cash  corn  pre- 
mium of  1-2  to  1  cent  caused  a  brisk 
onslaught  on  prices,  with  support 
less  in  evidence  than  for  some  time. 
The  shipping  demand  was  only  fair, 
with  sales  60,000  bushels.  Receipts 
were  moderate  here  and  in  the  West, 
and  the  outside  points  all  reported 
relatively  higher  prices.  Oesrances 
for  the  week  were  1,421,000,  a  fairly 
liberal  total  compared  to  recent 
weeks.  Weather  conditions  were  a 
little  more  normal.  Export  buying 
wss  of  moderate  proportions  for  the 
day,  for  a  good  deal  of  long  corn 
has  been  put  on  the  market,  and 
when  this  has  been  taken  csre  of 
there  should  be  a  better  demand. 

Oats  eased  off  with  wheat  snd 
corn,  and  there  was  but  little  anap 
to  the  buying  demand,  as  the  ship- 
ping sales  were  moderate,  and  seed- 
ing reports  generally  were  of  an  en- 
couraging Mort.  The  general  situa- 
tion is  un.  hsnged.  and  oats  will  con- 
tinue to  follow  other  grains.
